An American Pessimist. 


Mr Willard French, writing in the 


“North Amorican Reviow,” takes a decid- 
edly pessimistic view of the futuro relations 
hetween the Mikado's empire and tha 
United States. He anys :— 

“We ‘0 Inugh at unthinkable war, lu ing 
Wo shall in no way invito 
ib or permit it if we can provent it, having 


nothing to gain and some certain loss, 


however it tornfinates. That is our 
diplomatic weaknoss. Jnpan has nothing 
vo lose; but besides the certainty of easy 
acquisitions, sho Has the prospect of tho 
‘gigantic stride a nation takes in war—such 
4 stride as we took in the Spanish war, she 
in the Russian war. If tho time should 
ever come when war, to Japan, should be 
thinkahlo, sho would cortainly amange 
things—as sho did with Russia—so that, 
in spite of our ingenuous reluctance, we 
evon to ourselyes--would appear to bo the 
ono forcing hor to a putriotic conflict, 
from which she could not well avoid emerg- 
ing rather moro than less victorious—in 
spite of our enthusiastic appreciation 
of ourdelves, 
thinkable tho other day, if Japan had leap- 
edto tho defence of her subjects, within 
three weeks she could Isve possessed hor. 
solf of the Philippines, Guam, Pagopago, 
Hawaii, Panama and Alaskn—without the 
romote possibility of our recovering any-

Though the sincerity 
of this prunouncement is questioned in 
some quarters, it is generally felt that a 
point in favour of the Japanese has been 
gained by ‘so important a business body 
having thus deliberately placed itself on 
record,
